W ASHINGTON, Jan. 30— (ZP)— 
The whole attempt to control pric- I 
es and wages is going to get more 
complicated, not less. 
And you may wind up badly I 
puzzled unless you keep in mind ; 
a few of the basic things which j 
form the background for what’s 
going to happen. 
In the first place, the govern- f 
ment didn't have any power to 
control prices and wages until 
Congress last September passed 
a law. 


This was called the 
defense ! 
production act of 1950. It is not1 
a simple law. It runs to 27 print­ 
ed pages. Briefly, it did this: 
It gave the government power 
to control the flow of materials 
needed for defense and power to i 
control prices and wages. 
That law is the starting point for j 
all that’s going to happen. To carry 
it out, President Truman created 
the OPS (Office of Price Stabili- I 
zation) and the W SB (Wage Sta­ 
bilization Board.) 
In all they do those two agen- I 
cies w ill have to be guided by the I 
law. And like any other agency 
>et up to carry out a law, they’ll 
havo to interpret it. 
In due time, no doubt, some 
businessmen, or labor leaders, or 
congressmen or Hie public will 
start screaming about OPS, W SB 
or the law itself. 
If the screams become intense, 
the law will have to be changed, 
or OPS or W SF will have 
to 
change its way br its officials -who 
do the interpreting. 
The price-wage freeze imposed 
by OPS and W SB Friday night 
was only temporary, they thought 
they had to use an emergency 
measure to stop rising living costs 
dead in their tracks, if only for 
a little while.

If anyone went into the streets of Wash­ 
ington C. H. and asked the question—“Will 
Communists 
ever take 
over the 
United 
States”?—What do 
you think would 
be 
the answer or reaction? 
Chances are that not one person out of a 
hundred would think or say that there was 
even a remote chance of such a thing. 
In 
nearly every city and county in this coun­ 
try the same sentiment and ideas 
would 
prevail as would be the case here. 
In these confused and hectic days, how­ 
ever, there are some things to remember. 
One of them is that under certain conditions 
something like that could happen here. 
When the Communists overthrew impe­ 
rial Russia they represented a mere handful 
of the population. 
Accredited figures say 
they represented only one person in 2,300 
of the Russian population. 
According to 
equally reliable 
statistics 
there is one active 
Communist 
for each 
1,800 persons today in the United States. 
These are things that people do not like to 
concern themselves with much, but it is 
not amiss to consider for a moment some of 
the conditions that could lead to such a situ­ 
ation. Maybe a little more thought will help 
more people to see the possibilities and give 
their active support in helping to prevent 
such an unthinkable result. 
There is some 
slight comfort in 
the 
knowledge that when Russia accepted Com­ 
munism the people 
were poverty-stricken 
and desperate, 
willing 
to welcome 
any 
change which promised 
better conditions. 
This situation does not exist in the United 
States today. 
But there is no 
way to guarantee 
that 


such a situation will not exist in 
the fu­ 
ture. The nation’s 
economy could 
break 
down under 
continued inflation 
and ex­ 
cessive taxation. The resultant conversion 
of many persons almost overnight by the 
insidious propaganda of Communism easily 
might follow. 


Mass psychology is a treacherous weapon 
which is being expertly handled by the So­ 
viet government. Governments have been 
known to cater to it to retain their 
own 
leadership. Until recently our own national 
administration has been overtly friendly to 
Russia, giving 
in 
effect an indirect 
but 
dangerous endorsement of Communism. 


For years Russia has 
had many friends 
among high-placed Americans. And Com­ 
munists are continuing to bore from with­ 
in, at times almost unhindered.
